At the end of 1958 the expedition left for the Antarctica on 
two ships ("Ob'" and “Mikhail Kalinin”). Among other things, 
the expedition planned a tractor sleigh ride following the 
route Mirnyy-geomagnetic pole - southern geographical pole - 
"pole of the relative inaccessability". Work is planned to be 
carried out at Mirnyy, a* the station Vostok, and at the Soviet 
station Lazarev which is to be newly setablished at long. 12° gE, 
(called after one of the first Russian explcrers of the Ant- 
arctica, M. P. Lazarev). There is a high and longstretched 
mountain ridge about 100 km south of the coast which is to be 
investigated with regard to mineral resources. At Gdynya the 
ship "M. Kalinin" took a group of Polish scientists on, board 
who then take over the Antarctic station Oazis from the USSR 
in order to carry out investigations there. Both ships never 
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on January 21 near Mirnyy. From there planes ‘ook the Polish 
scientists to the Scott Glacier and helicoptera took them to 
the station Oazis where the first Polish station in the Ant- 
arctica was opened on January 23 under the nane of the well 
known Polish geophysicist A. Dobrovol'skiy . Relief investiga-~ 
tions of the Antarctica, especially of the icecap in its east- 
ern part were planned to be the task of the fourth Soviet Ant- 
arctic expedition. These investigations were carried out in 
planes (V. A. Bugayev, V. M. Perov) by various methods. The 
flight scheme was developed by the navigator B. S. Brodkin and 
is shown in figure 1. A new inatrument was used for the deter- 
_' mination of the absolute height of the icecap, and also a new 
method which was developed in the Institut prikladnoy geofiziki 
Akademii nauk SSSR (Institute of Applied Geophysics of the 
Academy of Sciences, USSR) by A. M. Gusev in cooperation with 
N. I. Lozovskiy, A. A. Gustkov, and I. D. Orobinskiy, the mea- 
suring results are shown in figure 2 and then described in de- 
tail. A continuous recording of the total and reflected solar 
rays was conducted by V. I. Shlyakhov by means of an electronic 
oscilloscope. The investigation results achieved by means of 
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variometers are given by the table. Figure 3 shows land pro- 
files of the areas Mirnyy - Pionerskaya. On January 30 both 
ships left the coast of the Antarctica, the ships "M. Kalinin" 
bound for Gdynya and the "Ob'" for the station called Lazarev. 
The two ships were in radio-communication with one another and 
exchanged information, with the geologist P. 3. Voronov of the 
"Ob'" being specially mentioned. The new Soviet station Lazarev 
was established at lat.69°58! S. and long.12955' EB. on March 
10. A group of geologists under the supervision of M. G. Ravich 
was flown into the mountains where they carried out investiga- 
tiona. During the winter 7 men were left at the station Lazarev, 
On the "Ob!" which then returned, there was also a group of 
hydrologists under the supervision of V. Kh. Suynitskiy. There 
are 3 figures and 1 table.
